Frankfort, Feb. IS). — Senator 
Carter passed the word around 
this morning that the Demo- 
cratic branch of the Senate 
would meet at !» o'clock. Lieut, 
(iov. Marshal] announced that 
"the Senate does not meet until 
10:30." 

Promptly at 10:30 Marshall 
and Carter rapped for order, 
t arter with a pen knife, and 
Marshall with a gavel, simultan- 
eously. Then in chorus both 
said, amid laughter, "The Senate 
will now come to order." 

Shortly before 10:80 Carter 
slipped rapidly into the Speakers 
chair. A moment later Marshall 
smiling broadly, took the seat 
alongside of Carter. He had 
been standing nearby, both shook 
hands pleasantly, and Carter 
moved up to make room for 
Marshall. Applause and laugh- 
ter came from the floor. Appar- 
ently the expected clash was not 
going to materialize. At any rate 
the two claimants for the gavel 
showed no indications of a be- 
ligerent nature.

Frankfort, Ky., Feb. 19.— 
Punctually at noon Speaker 
Trimble rapped for order. The 
House was crowded. 

The Kev. Lew Wallace, chap- 
lain of the prison, offered prayer'. 
The journal of Saturday's pro- 
ceedings at Louisville was read. 
The Republican members re- 
fused to answer roll call. Fifty- 
three men answered to their 
names. 

Barton ottered a concurrent res- 
olution that in memory of Mr. 
Goebel the two chambers and the 
Copitol should he draped in 
mourning and the (lag kept at 
half mast for thirty days. On 
motion by Mr. Hickman the 
house then adjourned until 11 a. 
m. tomorrow.

Otherwise there would 
have been no quorum.

Frankfort, Ky., Feb. ^0.— At 3 
o'clock Speaker Trimble called 
the joint session to order. The 
House organized first. None of 
the Republican members was 
present. There were numerous 
Democratic absentees.

All told 
there were fifty-six Representa- 
tives and twenty Senators. Sixty- 
nine were necessary to a quorum. 
Many visitors were on hand. 
Trimble announced the purpose 
of the joint session. 

The arrival 0< Messrs. Orr and 
Baird made the number of Rep- 
resentaWes fifty-eight 

Sonator Karris opened the ball 
by offering a resolution similar 
to the one offered by Allen yes- 
terday in the Senate and by Stith 
today in the House. He moved 
its adoption.

Triplett 
was the firi-t man fco vote "\ p/» 
Wheir'Gri ler's name was called 
he arose to explain his vote. He 
said he hjid hoped a full, fair in- 
vestigation into the contents 
would be given, and had Iroped 
to Ikj able to vote for the contest- 
ants without violation to his con- 
science.

From reports at hand it seems 
that the United Mine Worker of the

Sincere 
as their object seems to he from 
surface appearances, the foundation 
of the movement Is selfishness, or 
another way to hit the independent 
miners a blow, who they hope 
by the adoption of the amended 
rules to forever shut out of the 
mines.

"Oue of the most prominent bank- 
ers in city said to a Dispatch re- 
porter yesterday : 'I think the bus- 
iness men of Louisville should meet 
and protest against these disreput- 
able methods. I woudn't dare sug- 
gest it publicly because the institu- 
tion which I represent would at once 
be made the target for all kinds of 
attacks. I am handling other peo- 
ple's money, and I have no right to 
^-take chances, but something should 
certainly be done before every cor- 
poration and every big business en- 
terprise is driven out of the State. 
The L. & N. is up to moving now on 
account of this sort of warfare. 
When it takes its shops and general 
offices out of Louisville it will deal 
the city a blow that it will take 
twenty years to recover from. The 
blow will be felt by every business 
house in the city. Other corpora- 
tions must inevitably follow suit. 
No corporation can stand this tori of 
hostility. No corporation can stand 
this sort of warfare. When it takes 
its shop6 and general offices out of 
Louisville it will deal the city a blow 
that it will take twenty years to re- 
cover from. The blow will be felt 
by every business house in the city. 
Other corporations must inevitably 
follow suit. No corporation can af- 
ford to be bled for political purposes. 
No corporation that ever existed 
has gone into politics except as a 
matter of self-preservation. The L. 
AN. made no attack on Mr, Goebel 
and his followers until they assailed 
its interests and business with hos- 
tile legislation. The ami-corpora- 
tion cry is the resort of a demagogue 
and every time it is started by a po- 
litical leader, it is started for the 
purpose of getting money. If the 
citizens of Louisville do not take 
Borne action to put a stop to this sort 
of thing our business will continue 
to go backward, There is no place 
I know of in the United States con- 
cerning which capital is so timid. 
Kentucky has enormous natural re- 
sources, but the politicians are pre- 
venting their development. I do 
not believe there has 
miles of railroad built in the State 
in ten years. There will be no more 
railroads built and no more enter- 
prises started as long as such at- 
tempts to bleed and destroy corpor- 
ations, such as this Watterson ex- 
posure discloses. I have talked to 
twenty business men this morning, 
anil ev. ry otic of them is shocked at 
the open frankness of Mr. Watter- 
son's demands and threats."

FAKE PUBLICATION EXPOSED. 

Soldiers Did no Damage to the 
Valuable Collection. 

Frankfort, Ky., Feb. 18.— In 
response to a request from Ool. 
Roger D. Williams, of Lexing- 
ton, Mrs. J. C. Bailey and Mr. 
Walter G. Chapman, of the ex- 
ecutive board of the Kentucky 
Historical society, have made an 
investigation and found that 
none of the society's property- 
has been molested by the soldiers 
who were quartered in the room. 

The Louisville Goebel organ 
published a sensational story 
making such a charge several 
pays ago. The soldiers who oc- 
cupied the room of the Kentucky 
Historical society were members 
of the Louisville Legion. About 
ten days ago the < loebel organs 
started a similar story, which 
was found to be false. 

"I went at the time to inves- 
tigate," said Mrs. Baily, "and 
found everything unmolested. 
Mrs. Lemon, who was with me, 
cautioned the soldiers against 
disturbing anything. The cap- 
tain who was showing us about, 
replied: 'Madam, we are Ken- 
tuckians." and assured us that no 
harm would come the collections. 

"I'pon receipt of Col. Wil- 
liams' letter, I went to investi- 
gate again yesterday, with Mr. 
Walter Chapman. We found the 
room in charge of the custodian 
of the building, Capt. Ed Porter 
Thompson. He stated that every- 
thing w as clean and in good or- 
der as far as he could see. 

"Then he gave us the key and 
Mr. Chapman and I looked over 
the exhibits for ourselves. So 
far as we could see nothing what- 
ever was injured. The cases 
where the newspapers and books 
are locked up. On the I table we 
had a block of wood from the old 
North church in Boston, a toma- 
hawk and some few other relics, 
and every one was just as we left 
it."

VALUE OF GROWING TIMBER. 

Supreme Court Says Based On 
Probable Increase. 

Washington, D. 0., Fee. 17.— 
The attempt of the Government 
to induce the adoption of con- 
servative methods of lumbering 
in order to preserve the national 
resources, and the responsive 
interest taken by timber owners, 
have brought up many interest- 
ing legal questions, and the Di- 
vision of Forestry has found it 
ry to make extensive re- 
searches in this direction. As 
the result, a circular dealing 
with the laws which affect forettl 
is in course of preparation and 
will be sent free to persons in- 
terested. One of the most im- 
portant points brought out is the 
recognition by law of the pros- 
pective value of growing timber. 
The possibility of profitably car- 
rying on lumbering with sys- 
tematic provision for future 
cutting depends upon this point. 
It. hue usually been held that 
\vhen,by trespass or by unscrupu- 
lous cutting by contractors, tim- 
ber has been removed contrary 
to the owner's wish, he could re- 
cover only its stumpage value. 
As forestry usually requires tlmt 
a certain number of tree* Of cer- 
tain size be left, it follows that 
an unscrupulous contractor could 
easily upset the plans ofyears with 
little fear of punishment. The 
Supreme Court, however, has re- 
cently ruled that the difference 
in va'luo between logged and un- 
tagged land depend! not only on 
the value of the timber removed.
